Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The rejection under 35 USC 101 with regard to statutory subject 
matter was discussed. The examiners clarified that the "problem" was that as the claims are directed to a 
computerized method (i.e. algorithm) with no physical step, a concrete, tangible and useful result must be recited. It 
was noted that no step of actually producing or outputting a result are recited in the claims. Limitations in the 
preamble versus those recited in the body of the claim were compared. Pages 9 and 21 of the specification were 
pointed to for a definition of designability. Limitations and description of backbone configurations were discussed with 
regard to limitations found/not found in the prior art. The examiners pointed out that some argued limitations are not 
actually recited in the claims. The claims and prior art of DAHIYAT were compared, but no agreements were reached. 
A general discussion of the prior art and possible claim amendments ensued; again, no agreements were reached. 
The examiners strongly recommended that support in the originally filed disclosure be indicated for any claim 
amendments . 
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
